Is there an age limit to joining the 
Eaton Retirement Annuity Plan? 

As an employee must be with the 
Company five years before joining 
the plan, anyone hired on regular full 
time or regular part time within five 
years of his retirement age could not 
join. 

Can a retired staff member increase 
his hospitalization coverage to 
include semi-private care? 

Yes. Come in and consult the Staff 
Relations Office. They will assist you 
in applying for this coverage. The 
cost is 50 cents a month for a single 
person, $1.05 for family coverage. 

Does the Eaton Group Life Insurance 
Plan cover an employee after 
retirement? 

Yes. If you have been in the Plan 
for some years you may not be aware 
of the improve^ provisions recently 
made. The booklet issued originally, 
reads on the subject of insurance after 
retirement: 

“At Normal Retirement Date or at Early 
Retirement, the amount of Group Life In¬ 
surance being carried by the employee is 
reduced by 20% 

“On each succeeding anniversary of 
such Retirement Date, the Insurance 
which was carried immediately prior to 
that date will again be reduced by the 
same amount and so on, until the amount 
of Insurance held is $1,000. The Insurance 
will remain constant at this figure until 
the end of the seventh year after Retire¬ 
ment Date, when it will cease.” (There 
follows certain provisions concerning the 
employee’s right to purchase regular in¬ 
surance to replace that affected by these 
decreases.) 

Recently changes have been made 
as follows: 

In paragraph one quoted above, 
"reduced by 20%'' now reads "re¬ 
duced by 10%." 

In paragraph two quoted above, 
"the seventh year" now reads "the 

tenth year." 

It must be remembered that "the 
same amount” means the amount-in 
dollars not 10% of the remaining total.
